Students Create 
Own 'Peace Corps'

ATLANTIC CITY, 
N.J. (AP) 
— After several years of racial 
tension and periodic violence at 
Atlantic City High School, the 
students have formed their own 
group, “ The Peace Corps,” to 
head off further trouble.

Pro & Con Opinions 
On War in Vietnam 


As a pro fessio nal so ldier, who kno ws what can 
and canno t be do ne militarily , Sho up is justified in 
blasting as “ pure, unadulterated po ppy co ck” the sim ­ 
plistic, knee-jerk no tio n that the war in Vietnam is a 
prelude to the Co mmunists “ crawling up the beaches 
o f Lo s Ang eles.” The fo rces o f wo rld co mmunism 
are no t g o ing to island-ho p acro ss the Pacific to in­ 
v ade the United States. 
But the fact that an o utrig ht attack o n the United 
States wo uld bring recipro cal disaster to the Co m­ 
munists do es no t mean that they hav e g iv en up ho pes 
o f making t h e i r ideo lo g y prev ail thro ug ho ut the 
wo rld. There are o ther way s to achiev e this, and the 
g radual abso rptio n o f the weak and unstable natio ns 
o f the “ third wo rld” is o ne o f them. 
The g eneral and the pro fesso rs are no t to o far 
apart o n ano ther po int. The war in Vietnam is v ery 
much a civ il war, as Sho up say s (altho ug h it is also 
mo re than that), and the search fo r a better life is 
v ery much inv o lv ed. So he wo uld undo ubtedly ag ree 
with the pro fesso rs when they urg e mo re reliance o n 
Asian leaders and Asian peo ples fo r the so lutio n o f 
their o wn pro blems. 
Ag ain, when the pro fesso rs urg e mo re emphasis 
o n “ seize-and-ho ld” o peratio ns and less o n “ search- 
and-destro y ,” they are stating a co ro llary to the g en­ 
eral’s co ntentio n that we will nev er win a military 
v icto ry o v er No rth Vietnam unless we are willing 
“ to co mmit g eno cide o n that po o r little co untry . 
* 
The g eneral has spo ken bluntly and simply , the 
" pro fesso rs in mo re measured terms buttressed by 
Careful lo g ic. As two ex treme po ints o f v iew o f an 
im m ensely co mplicated situatio n, they may help us 
arriv e a little clo ser to the central truth that under­ 
lies bo th o f them. 
Two recent statements o n the Vietnam war co uld 
hardly hav e co me fro m two mo re prestig io us so urces, 
no r co uld they hav e ex pressed two mo re apparently 
o ppo site v iewpo ints. 
First, Gen. Dav id M. Sho up, retired co mmandant 
o f the Marine Co rps, disputed President J o hnso n’s 
co ntentio n that the war is v ital to lo ng -rang e U.S. 
security . It is really a civ il war, he said, between 
’’tho se cro o ks in Saig o n” and Vietnamese natio nalists 
seeking a better life. Co mmunists in Asia are no 
threat to the United States. 
Hard upo n this came a warning fro m 14 scho lars 
specializing in Asian affairs that the stakes in So uth 
Vietnam “ g o far bey o nd that natio n” and that a Co m­ 
munist v icto ry there co uld inv ite larg er and mo re 
co stly wars. 
Amo ng the ex perts were such academic lumin­ 
aries as Edwin 0 . Reischauer, Harv ard pro fesso r and 
fo rmer ambassado r to J apan, and A. Do ak Barnett 
o f Co lumbia Univ ersity . 
U.S. inv o lv ement in So utheast Asia, they believ e, 
“ has bo ug ht time fo r so me 200 millio n peo ple to de­ 
v elo p” witho ut being ceaselessly co nfro nted with in­ 
ternal-ex ternal threats fro m co mmunism. 
A Co mmunist v icto ry in Vietnam, they claim, 
wo uld enco urag e tho se fo rces that believ e v io lence is 
the best way o f effecting chang e, wo uld endang er 
chances fo r po litical stability in So utheast Asia, dam­ 
ag e U.S. credibility and adv ersely affect the mo rale 
and po litics o f this co untry ’s Asian allies and the 
neutral natio ns. 
What makes the who le Vietnamese pro blem so 
co nfusing is that bo th o f these v iewpo ints are essen­ 
tially rig ht.

U.S. Opens 
Arms Bids 
To Britain 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It 
ap p ears the United States has 
sto p p ed sho rt o f any iro nclad 
agreement to bu y an ad d i­ 
tio nal $100 millio n in arms 
and eq u ip ment fro m Britain. 
What this co u ntry d id was 
giv e the British a chance to 
bid fo r mo re o rd ers — in co m­ 
p etitio n with U.S. firms seek­ 
ing the bu siness. 
This became ev id ent in the 
wake o f a 
Defense Dep art­ 
ment anno u ncement that it 
had agreed to ad d $100 mil­ 
lio n to “the target” o f $725 
millio n 
in 
p u rchases 
fro m 
British manu factu rers. 


Asked what kind s o f eq u ip ­ 
ment the British are likely to 
sell to the United States, and 
whether there is a p ro sp ect 
fo r big new arm s co ntracts 
fo r British firms, the Penta­ 
go n rep lied : 
“ While there is no gu aran­ 
tee that the British will o b­ 
tain the o rd ers, they will be 
able to bid co mp etitiv ely o n 
su ch items as ship s, electro n­ 
ic 
eq u ip ment, 
ammu nitio n,

eq u ip ment, 
aircraft, aircraft e n g i n e s , 
tires, etc.” 
The o p p o rtu nity to bid co m­ 
p etitiv ely can be so mething 
less than a blessing, as sho wn 
by a recent case inv o lv ing 
p ro p o sed co nstru ctio n o f nine 
U.S. Nav y minesweep ers.

istry registered the third lo w­ 
est o f fo u r bid s su bmitted . 
When the Nav y o p ened the 
bid s, the British bid o f $55 
millio n fo r the who le p ackage 
was fo u nd to be mo re than 
$5 millio n higher than o ffers 
mad e by two American ship ­ 
bu ild ers. 
The co ntract fo r the mine­ 
sweep ers has no t y et been 
award ed .

The U.S. agreement tenta­

him some medicine to keep 
him well. It might sting a 
little bit, but that he is a 
brave boy and can take it. 
Try to build up the child's 
confidence in his own ability

fear 
and 
pain of an injection. If he 


him that

necessary ' and will have to be 
given. Don’t argue and cajole 
too much. 
Above all, don’t feel guilty 
y ourself about causing y our 
child pain. The injections are 
for his own 
good. 
Children 
are very q uick to sense guilt 
in parents and this

alarm ed. 


You will probably find that 
y our son will soon accept the 
injections as routine and take 
them in his stride.

Tax Bills Arrive 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The mail­ 
man is delivering state income tax 
forms to more than five million Cali­ 
fornians this week—and with them 
he brings full realization of the ex­ 
tent of Gov. Reagan’s $1 billion 1967 
tax hike. 
While most Californians have felt 
the effects of the tax increase since 
taxes on cigarettes, alcohol, inherit­ 
ances and retail sales rose last fali, 
now is when they learn the impac t 
of the personal income tax boost. 
For the average taxpayer, the new 
law means a tax bill 60 per cent 
higher than last year. For higher 
income groups, the tax can be double 
the amount paid on 1966 earnings. 
State Finance Department tables 
figure that a married couple with 
two children and an income of $7,500 
during 1967 will pay $6 less than they 
did on their 1966 < arnings, w h i c li 
would have been about $17, 
The same family with $10,000 in­ 
come last year will fork over $25 


more in state income taxes. The fig­ 
ure for a $12,500 i n c o m e couple 
would be S65 more. It would be $107 
more at $15,000; $217 at $20,000; $25.1 
at $25,000; and $1,153 at $50,000. 
These figures assume the taxpayer 
itemizes his federal and state deduc­ 
tions. 
Some .'170,000 affluent taxpayers al­ 
ready have started paying their 1967 
taxes. These are persons who paid 
S200 or more in state taxes on 1966 
earnings. They had to pay one-half 
of the 1966 tax by Oct. 31, 1967. The 
rest is due April 15, along with 
everyone else. 
The figure due then may come as 
a surprise for those who forget that 
it won’t be just the other half of 
the 1966 figure, but a lot more be­ 
cause the tax rates have gone up. 
If you take all the 1967 tax raises 
and put them together experts say, 
the average family of four with an 
$8,500 i n c o m e will have paid $57 
more in state taxes from the preced­ 
ing year.

Students Create 
Own'Peace Corps' 


By PHILIP WECHSLER 
ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 
— After several years of racial 
tension and periodic violence at 
Atlantic City High School, the 
students have formed their own 
group, “The Peace Corps,” to 
head off further trouble. 
Their program involves what 
one member described as “cool 
diplomacy.” 
Corps teams, each with a Ne­ 
gro and a white member, are 
visiting 
classrooms 
during 
school hours in an effort to dis­ 
cuss racial attitudes with each 
of the school’s 2,850 students, 
one third of whom are Negroes. 
Adults are excluded at the stu­ 
dents’ request. 
First Project 
The ftrst corps project was 12 
after-class meetings with sen­ 
iors to air their feelings. 
The corps, composed of 30 
white and 30 Negro youths, was 
formed two months ago, a week j 
after five policemen were as­ 
signed fulltime to patrol school 
corridors and yards.

On War in Vietnam 


As a professional soldier, who knows what can 
and cannot be done militarily, Shoup is justified in 
blasting as “pure, unadulterated poppycock” the sim­ 
plistic, knee-jerk notion that the war in Vietnam is a 
prelude to the Communists “crawling up the beaches 
of Los Angeles.” The forces of world communism 
are not going to island-hop across the Pacific to in­ 
vade the United States. 
But the fact that an outright attack on the United 
States would bring reciprocal disaster to the Com­ 
munists does not mean that they have given up hopes 
of making t h e i r ideology prevail throughout the 
world. There are other ways to achieve this, and the 
gradual absorption of the weak and unstable nations 
of the “third world” is one of them. 
The general and the professors are not too far 
apart on another point. The war in Vietnam is very 
much a civil war, as Shoup says (although it is also 
more than that), and the search for a better life is 
very' much involved. So he would undoubtedly agree 
with the professors when they urge more reliance on 
Asian leaders and Asian peoples for the solution of 
their own problems. 
Again, when the professors urge more emphasis 
on “seize-and-hold” operations and less on “search- 
and-destroy,” they are stating a corollary to the gen­ 
eral's contention that we will never win a military’ 
victory’ over North Vietnam unless we are willing 
“to commit genocide on that poor little country. 
The general has spoken bluntly and simply, the 
professors in more measured terms buttressed by 
Ipareful logic. As two extreme points of view of an 
Immensely complicated situation, they may help us 
arrive a little closer to the central truth that under-* 
lies both of them. 
Two recent statements on the Vietnam war could 
hardly have come from two more prestigious sources, 
nor could they have expressed two more apparently 
opposite viewpoints. 
^ 
First, Gen. David M. Shoup, retired commandant 
of the Marine Corps, disputed President Johnson’s 
contention that the war is vital to long-range U.S. 
security. It is really a civil war, he said, between 
“those crooks in Saigon” and Vietnamese nationalists 
seeking a better life. Communists in Asia are no 
threat to the United States. 
Hard upon this came a w’aming from 14 scholars 
specializing in Asian affairs that the stakes in South 
Vietnam “go far beyond that nation” and that a Com­ 
munist victory’ there could invite larger and more 
costly wars. 
Among the experts were such academic lumin­ 
aries as Edwin O. Reischauer, Harvard professor and 
former ambassador to Japan, and A. Doak Barnett 
of Columbia University. 
U.S. involvement in Southeast Asia, they believe, 
“has bought time for some 200 million people to de­ 
velop” without being ceaselessly confronted with in­ 
ternal-external threats from communism. 
A Communist victory’ in Vietnam, they claim, 
would encourage those forces that believe violence is 
the best way of effecting change, would endanger 
chances for political stability in Southeast Asia, dam­ 
age U.S. credibility and adversely affect the morale 
and politics of this country’s Asian allies and the 
neutral nations. 
What makes the whole Vietnamese problem so 
confusing is that both of these viewpoints are essen­ 
tially right.

U.S. Opens 
Arms Bids 
To Britain 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It 
appears the United States has 
stopped short of any ironclad 
agreement to buy an addi­ 
tional $100 million in 
arms 
and equipment from Britain. 
What this country did was 
give the British a chance to 
bid for more orders — in com­ 
petition with U.S. firms seek­ 
ing the business. 
This became evident in the 
wake of a 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ment announcement that it 
had agreed to add $100 mil­ 
lion to “the target” of $725 
million 
in 
purchases 
from 
British manufacturers.

RICHARD T. LANG AN, retired official of Moodys 
Investor Service in Los Angeles, is to become the as­ 
sistant vice president of Pomona College, according 
to a recent announcement by Dr. E. Wilson Lyon. 
He was associated with Moodys from 1931 up to 
December of 1967. He will work on the Pomona Col­ 
lege estate planning program when he assumes his 
duties on Feb. 1. 


O F F IC E R S in Montclair arrested an 18-year-old 
vouth who had in his possession 13 lids of marijuana,

Because of recent discoveries it is presumed that 
other youths are circulating marijuana.

There have been several arrests for drunken 
driving in this area recently.

Asked what kinds of equip­ 
ment the British are likely to 
sell to the United States, and 
whether there is a prospect 
for big new arm s contracts 
for British firms, the Penta­ 
gon replied: 
“ While there is no guaran­ 
tee that the British will ob­ 
tain the orders, they will be 
able to bid competitively on 
such items as ships, electron­ 
ic 
equipment, 
ammunition, 
communications 
equipment, 
aircraft, aircraft e n g i n e s , 
tires, etc.” 
The opportunity to bid com­ 
petitively can be something 
less than a blessing, as shown 
by a recent case involving 
proposed construction of nine 
U.S. Navy minesweepers. 
The 
British 
defense 
min­ 
istry registered the third low­ 
est of four bids submitted. 
When the Navy opened the 
bids, the British bid of $55 
million for the whole package 
was found to be more than 
$5 million higher than offers 
made by two American ship­ 
builders. 
The contract for the mine­ 
sweepers has not yet been 
awarded. Whether or not Brit­ 
ain will be selected to build 
the vessels, even though it did 
not submit the low bid, re­ 
mains an open question. 


The U.S. agreement tenta­ 
tively earm arking $825 mil­ 
lion in arm s purchases from 
Britain is in the nature of an 
offset for $2.88 billion in U.S.- 
made arm s, aircraft and oth­ 
er m ilitary 
equipment 
pur­ 
chased by Britain, 
The U.S. 
increase of $100 
million, it was explained, was 
designed 
to keep pace pro­ 
portionately with a $375 mil­ 
lion increase in 
the 
British 
outlay. 
For this reason, Pentagon 
officials said, the move is not 
in 
conflict 
with 
President 
Johnson’s new emergency pro­ 
gram to slash the balance-of- 
payments deficit by at least 
$3 billion this year. 
As one official put it, “ there 
is no conflict with Johnson's 
order because what we buy 
from the British has a direct 
relationship to what they buy 
from us.” 


This points to another prob­ 
able reason for the $100 mil­ 
lion increase in the target for 
purchasing military gear in 
Britain: To deter possible Brit­ 
ish cancellation of some pur­ 
chases of military 
aircraft 
from the United States. 
The British some time ago 
decided to buy about 50 of the 
swmg-wing F111A warplanes, 
plus about 160 F4 Phantom 
Jets and a small number of 
C130 transports. 
The United States is partic­ 
ularly anxious that the Brit­ 
ish go t h r o u g h with the 
planned purchase of the F ills 
so Britain will have the long- 
range airpower necessary to 
remain a factor in the power 
balance east of Suez, f r o m 
which Great Britain is plan­ 
ning to pull out much of her 
naval and ground strength.

Present Regime of Russia 
Has Not Conquered Youth 


When Khrushchev threaten­ 
ed 
to purge a recalcitrant 
writer, Leonov, saying “ not 
all trees are useful . . . from 
time to time the forest must 
be thinned,” the peasant-poli- 
tician was speaking in the folk- 
imagery of Ancient Russia. 
The axe, along with the icon 
(or holy picture), were tradi­ 
tionally hung in every peas­ 
ant’s hut, the symbol of m at­ 
erial struggle on the farm 
and in the forest, and of spir­ 
itual consolation in the com­ 
forts and promises of religion. 
Professor Jam es H. Billing- 
ton calls his 597-page history 
of Russian Culture “The Icon 
and the Axe,” and it is hard 
to believe that any English- 
language interpretation of the 
USSR reveals more about the 
nation that confronts us in a 
death struggle than this fas­ 
cinating volume. 
Here 
is 
a book, 
soaring 
above statistics and manifes­ 
toes, delving far deeper than 
previous 
“ inside” 
histories, 
that deals with people and 
only giancingly with politics. 
But it tells us why Russians 
behave like Russians.

stored as historic relics, have 
become 
the 
inspiration 
of 
poets and composers who re­ 
assert a beauty in holiness. 


The axe was a universal 
tool 
in early 
Russia. 
Men 
could, 
wrote Tolstoi, 
“ both 
build a house and shape a 
spoon” with an axe. Billing- 
ton says that in pre-Christian 
times, 
axes 
were used 
as 
money and were sometimes 
thought so sacred as a per­ 
sonal 
possession 
that 
they 
were buried with their owners. 
The axe became, in time, a 
weapon as well as a frontier 
tool. Soldiers drilled with axes 
even after the invention of 
guns, and carried them in 
parades. The axe became the 
symbol of State power under 
the czars, the symbol of re­ 
bellion, the symbol of utopian 
socialism, the symbol of re­ 
pression under the ham m er- 
and - sickle. 


We think of the Soviet Union 
as being an inscrutible mono­ 


lith, In ruthless control of its 
people, yielding only a little 
now and then but always with 
the purpose of taking a firm er 
grip on control of minds and 
bodies. 
But 
in 
his 
sum - 
marizing chapter, 
Billington 
finds that irony “ has a cer­ 
tain appeal” in his effort to 
understand the perplexities of 
history 
that 
he 
has 
been 
studying. Irony, he says, sug­ 
gests that there is a rational 
meaning to history, even if we 
can’t find it. One of the iron­ 
ies he cites is that, having 
penetrated space and achieved 
many scientific triumphs, the 
present regime in Moscow with 
all its apparatus for indoctrin­ 
ation, hasn’t subdued the inde­ 
pendent thinking of its youth. 
Indignant Communist lead­ 
ers rage at youthful ferment 
as a “ survival of the past,” 
of all things. It is as if, in a 
surpassing irony, Young Rus­ 
sia looks back at Ancient Rus­ 
sia when the axe of individual­ 
ism and the icon of spiritual 
communion hung in every - 
body’s home. 


There is a Slavic legend 
that icons are divinely creat­ 
ed, that the first icon was 
primed by Christ Himself. But 
Christian faith is not required 
in icon • veneration, for the 
holy picture reminds the Rus­ 
sian that God is forever in­ 
volved in human affairs, and 
reassures 
the Russian that 
God alone prevents man from 
wallowing 
permanently 
in 
m isery and mistakes.

Sometimes, meeting w i t h 
scientists for a solid week, a 
m an wonders if we as a na­ 
tion are going about solving 
our problems In the right 
way. 


If the data these scholars 
present is correct, our inten­ 
tions as a nation are good. 
But we blunder and overspend 
because we are in such a hur­ 
ry we don’t take the time to 
know 
the 
facts 
about 
the 
causes of our domestic and 
international problems or the 
ways to s o l v e them. We 
plunge in without the data we 
need to do the Job right. 


This is true of local prob­ 
lems. We don’t know what 
causes riots. We haven’t done 
the detailed research we need 
to prevent riots, to cope with 
them once they break out or 
to go about meeting the prob­ 
lems that cause the riots in 
the first place. 


This research is not costly. 
But what little is being done 
barely scrapes the surface. 
Instead of research, men are 
developing theories based on 
very little objective evidence. 
Some of these may be right, 
but we don’t know which are 
right and which are wrong. 
We plunge in because nation­ 
ally we feel that time is short 
and something must be done. 


But without knowing the facts 
we may be doing the wrong 
thing more times than Is good 
in term s of lost lives and lost 
property and of personal frus­ 
trations. 
Nationally and locally we 
look at the growing frustra­ 
tions of our city and county 
police departments. But we 
are spending very little either 
nationally or locally in re­ 
search that would tell us how 
local police departments could 
do a tetter job. There are in­ 
dividual exceptions. But the 
over-all amount spent on re­ 
search in better police meth­ 
ods is criminally insignificant, 
as reported by scientists spec­ 
ializing in the subject. 


Internationally, we s p e n d 
billions on foreign aid. There 
are scientists who say that 
large chunks of this aid are 
wasted 
and 
that 
in 
some 
cases the aid was given in a 
way that causes harm to the 
country it is intended to help. 
These scientists—who them­ 
selves favor foreign aid — be­ 
lieve that we must study more 
deeply each country’s prob­ 
lems and its local customs —1 
in some cases do years of re­ 
search on the spot — before 
pouring in huge amounts of 
help that could twist and turn 
the local economy and local 
lives in disastrous ways.

2, “ Authority alone will be 
of little value without abso­ 
lute and uncompromising hon­ 
esty. If you tell a child the 
injection of anesthetic will 
not hurt, and it does, you 
have lost the 
confidence of 
the patient, and his coopera­ 
tion. 
3. “ Children have a poor 
grasp of time relationships. 
If the child asks, ‘Will it 
hurt?’ he is entitled to know, 
but it is better to evade the 
question until the moment be­ 
fore he is going to be hurt. 
To say it will hurt three or 
four minutes before the injec­ 
tion is to invite three or four 
minutes of increasing panic.'’ 


Adapting Dr. Parton’s ad­ 
vice to your own situation, it 
might be wise to talk as lit­ 
tle about the injection as pos­ 
sible before the event. 
Don’t lie to your son about 
where he is going. Tell him 
the doctor is going to give 
him some medicine to keep 
him well. It might sting a 
little bit, but that he is a 
brave boy and can take it. 
Try to build up the child’s 
confidence in his own ability 
to withstand 
the fear and 
pain of an injection. If he
